er than the children of light.” 

Many times, on studying this text 
carefully, we have been impressed by 
its apparent significance. But now, 
since we can see more clearly into its 
inner chamber, we are truly aston- 
ished at its possibilities. Truly this 
present time is the all-high time of 
achievement for scientists (genera- 
tion of light) , to search out and bring 
into being the wonders of Nature’s 
secrets. 

With the energy of the atom, the 
least of all God’s creative matter, men 
of the world, men of this generation, 
scientists who are in their light the 
world’s geniuses, have brought before 
us the astounding truth of secret 
treasures that belong to the elemen- 
tal forces of God’s creative matter; 
such as water, fire, and minerals of 
the earth.

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Fruit of the Spirit 


TEXT: “But the fruit of the Spirit 
is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gen- 
tleness, goodness, faith, Meekness, 
temperance .. .” Gal. 5:22, 23. 


One thing that is puzzling to the 
sinner today is how can people have 
the Holy Ghost when the fruit of the 
Spirit is lacking in their lives. My only 
answer, dear sinner, to this all-impor- 
tant question is that they just don’t 
have the Holy Ghost dwelling within, 
for certainly if the Holy Spirit is liv- 
ing within our hearts, the world can 
see the fruit of the Spirit in our lives. 

Rom. 8:9, “Ye are not in the flesh, 
but in the Spirit, if so be that the 
Spirit of God dwell in you.

They no longer accept the speaking in 
tongues as the only evidence of the 
Holy Ghost, but are looking for the 
fruit of the Spirit in our lives. Has 
God not given us preachers, teachers, 
etc., for the perfecting of the saints? 
Eph. 4:11-16. 

If we walk in the Spirit, we will not 
fulfill the lust of the flesh. Gal. 5:16. 
Let us read carefully and prayerfully 
the works of the flesh, which are: 
adultery, fornication, uncleanness, 
lasciviousness, idolatry, witchcraft, 
hatred, variance, emulations, wrath, 
strife, seditions, heresies, envyings, 
murders, drunkenness, revellings, and 
such like. They which do such things 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God. 
Let us define each of these works of 
the flesh and see if we are fulfilling 
the lust of the flesh or being led by 
the Holy Spirit. Where any of the 
works of the flesh exist, it causes con- 
fusion, for the flesh lusteth against 
the Spirit, and the Spirit against the 
flesh. The Holy Ghost will not dwell 
where there is confusion, for God is 
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not the author of confusion, but of 
peace. Therefore, God looks into our 
hearts, and if He finds confusion 
there, He will not send the Holy Ghost. 

Where the Holy Ghost is there is 
power. “Ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me,” Acts 1:8. We receive power for 
service. He is a great teacher, too. 
Peter was an unlearned and ignorant 
man, yet when the Holy Ghost came 
upon him he preached one of the most 
wonderful sermons ever preached. The 
results were three thousand souls 
Saved. Yes, when the Holy Ghost 
speaks, something happens. Where 
the Holy Ghost is, there is conviction 
of sin and souls will be saved. This ex- 
perience will bring about a great re- 
vival, even now.

Before our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Lord of glory, laid aside His royal 
garments of glory to come down into 
a world “draped in night,” He knew 
the needs, as well as the paths of all 
men. It has always pleased God 
through the foolishness of preaching 
to save men. Again we read, “And I 
sought for a MAN among them that 
should make up the hedge, and stand 
in the gap before me for the land that 
I should not destroy it: but I found 
none,” Ezek. 22:30. 

The pressing concern of all of us 
should be that God find His man. Man 
has always needed God and the gospel 
preached to him, because of sin. Lis- 
ten to a quotation from a sermon 
preached by St. Elroy, in the Seventh 
Century: 

“It is not enough, most dearly be- 
loved, for you to have received the 
name of Christians if you do not do 
Christian works .. . love your neigh- 
bors as yourselves; what you would 
desire to be done to you by others, 
that do you to others; what you would 
not have done to you, do to no one; 
before all things have charity, for 
charity covereth a multitude of sins;

visit the sick; seek out the captives; 
receive strangers; feed the hungry; 
clothe the naked; set at naught 
soothsayers and magicians; let your 
weights and measures be fair, your 
balance just, your bushel and your 
pint honest...” 

Good advice for us? Yes, good am- 
eliorating advice, I think. We truly 
should direct our attention to that 
man whom God needs. The whole 
world is questing for an able, dis- 
cretional man. We may preach on 
“Where Is the Lord God of Paul?” but 
it is not He who is missing—it is Paul. 
When there comes forth from today’s 
harvest of faithless, prayerless, vision- 
less, trustless and hopeless church- 
men, a person with the heart of Paul, 
then there shall be wrought in today’s 
world Paul-like miracles. God needs 
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nien who can abhor sin and love the 
poor sinner; who opposes himself; a 
man who can resist the devil and sub- 
mit himself to God. Yes, the Lord 
needs men who will dare to stand 
shoulders and head above the com- 
mon Christians of today. Shall we not 
strive to be those men? Not long since 
the Chief Executive of the United 
States said in one of his speeches, 
“Oh, for men like Elijah, Isaiah, Peter, 
James, John, and Paul!” Public men 
and private, everywhere, agree that 
America’s future happiness is jeop- 
ardized or threatened for lack of a 
good, clear-visioned, leader. Who is 
there among us that can guide the 
Nation toward unity? From today’s 
generation there must of necessity 
emerge a good man capable of right- 
eous leadership, if this old sin-cursed 
world is to survive. 


NEEDED—MEN OF FAITH 


After men of God have exerted all 
their energy and prayed, they must, 
yes must, believe. God desires to have 
men like Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, and 
the twelve apostles, men who can bear 
and stand up under the strain and 
impact of His promises without stag- 
gering in unbelief, “Without faith it 
is impossible to please God,” Heb. 11:6. 
Faith is the victory. “This is the vic- 
tory that overcometh the world, even 
our FAITH.” Don’t be faithless and 
careless because we have enjoyed 
some degrees of success. We have only 
contacted God’s great reservoir of 
power. When we become the men of 
God we can be, our power will be 
known around the world: not merely 
the little province in which we live, 
but God’s world. 


NEEDED—MEN OF WISDOM 

“Be ye therefore wise as serpents, 
and harmless as doves.” Wisdom is 
not synonymous with knowledge. “If 
any lack wisdom, let him ask of God, 
who giveth to all men liberally, .. . 
and it shall be given him,” James 1:5. 
“He that winneth souls is wise.” If we 
have not wisdom that is genuine, let 
us ask of God and He will give it to 
us. We cannot succeed without it. 
Daniel said, “They that be wise shall 
shine as the brightness of the firma- 
ment; and they that turn many to 
righteousness as the stars forever and 
ever.” 


Yes, a man of wisdom is a spirit- 
ually-minded man, a man who is 
never leaning to the arm of poor weak 
flesh. 


NEEDED—MEN OF PRAYER 


A man who never prays is not God’s 
man. “Men ought always to pray, and 
not to faint.” Men, and women too, of 
today are too careless in their prayer 
life. God is looking for a praying man; 
without prayer all other preparations 
and qualifications are empty and vain. 
Many people of today pray only of 
necessity and never in real devotion. 
How then can we ever hope to b 
God’s powerful men with scarcely fif 
teen minutes of time a day spent in 
prayer. The more earnestly and faith- 
fully we pray, the more perfectly we 
become God’s men. Great men are 
men of prayer. William Jennings Bry- 
an was a man of sincere, conscien- 
tious prayer. He fought and he prayed 
to put pantheism, atheism, evolution, 
and monkeyism down and out of our 
schools and churches in his day—and 
all days, for that matter. Yes indeed, 
we need more John Husses today. He 
suffered and was hounded to death in 
his day (1414). Listen to what he said, 
“It is better for me to die,” he said, 
“than to fall into the hands of a sin- 
avenging God by deserting the truth.” 
He was a distinguished, praying man. 

The only reason God is withholding 
the performance of miracles from 
among His people is because He does 
not have any men like Peter, Paul, 
James, and John, through whom to 
work His miracles. Men don’t want to 
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suffer. The Captain of our salvatio 
was made “perfect through surtering 


Do you notice, or have you ever no- 
ticed, that the last word of this clause 
is not “suffering” but “sufferings”? 
Someone has said that suffering is a 
wonderful fertilizer. to the roots of 
character. God very often uses strange 
instruments with which to deal with 
His children. He is disciplining, or in 
other words teaching, them to trust 
Him; therefore, men with the truth, 
many times, are His instruments 
through whom He leads His children 
to perfection. The Lord himself said, 
“Surely the Lord God will do nothing 
but he revealeth his secret unto his 
servants the prophets,” Amos 3:7. 


As the poet has wisely said, 
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“The storms of life rush madly, and 
it seems I cannot stand; 

Then I long to hear my Savior, and I 
need His guiding hand. 

There He stands amid the tempest— 
‘It is I, be not afraid’; 

But I am weighted down with trials 
that should at His feet be laid. 

In human weakness I seem to only 
see His face; 

When I would go to meet Him there, 
high waves about me race. 

He bids me, ‘Come, with out- 
stretched arm; the seas calm at 
His will; 

He grasps my hand, and to me now 
He whispers, ‘Peace, be still.’ 

My hand in His, now waves may roll, 
but peace has come to me; 

I only feel the quiet calm with such 
a friend as He.” 


NEEDED—MEN OF KNOWLEDGE 


The knowledge in reference is not 
synonymous with wisdom. Knowledge 
accounts for truth, and the Lord Jesus 
Christ is truth. “Be thou prepared, 
and prepare thyself, thou, and all thy 
company that are assembled unto 
thee, and be thou a guard unto them,” 
Ezek. 38:7. We must put on the whole 
armor of God, if we expect the Lord 
to use us. Our contention may be that 
we are unable to be both learned and 
spiritual. A man of learning is far 
more in demand today than the man 
who is illiterate and has no training. 
God’s men, like the apostles of old, 
must be able to meet the skeptical 
issues of our day, with their weapons 
of courage, knowledge, faith, and de- 
termination. In order to defeat the 
skeptic’s arguments, you must first be 
fully qualified to make the challenge. 

The indolent and unprepared man 
cannot be expected to succeed. It 
takes qualification and perseverance. 
e have in mind, when we use this

Let us stir up the gift of God by 
stepping into the gap for the land. 
The Lord told the prophet Ezekiel to 
prophesy against Edom (Esau) and 
tell the people He would lay their 
cities waste and make Edom desolate 
because “thou hast a _ perpetual 
hatred, and hast shed the blood of the 





children of Israel...” Ezek. 35:1-11.

what modern society wants to tell us; 
that our young people are victims of 
the present-day social culture. THIS 
WE REPUDIATE! True, in a measure, 
we bend to the times but the same 
God who kept Shadrach, Meshack, 
Abednego, and the early Christians in 
Europe from submitting to the ac- 
cepted standards of the society of 
their day, will give our youth the 
POWER to say, “NO”! Thank God for 
our institutions of learning and may 
they become more efficient and ever 
enlarging as they serve the youth of 
our Church. 

What shall be my VOCATION, is a 
very real and burning question to all 
young people. Shall it be merchant, 
minister, housewife, nurse, social 
worker, lawyer, doctor, journalist, 
poet, painter, politician, farmer or 
what? Life’s vocation must be chosen 
and we can have the answers that will 
help our young people. In fact, if we 
fail our youth, they will leave the fold 
of our Church and go elsewhere. Dr. 
Anton T. Boison, University of Chica- 
go, writing for publication in the 
“Journal of Biology and Pathology of 
Interpersonal Relations,” Volume 2, 
February, May, August, November, 
1939, on “Economic Distress and Re- 
ligious Experience,” under the title “A 
Study of (a name we disclaim) Holy 
Rollers,” tells of having attended our 
Assembly at Chattanooga as a trained 
expert to report his findings regarding 
the Pentecostal movement. He could 
not help but report many very fine 
things. One thing he said of deep and 
far-reaching significance was, “In so 
far as they (the Pentecostals) succeed 
in holding their young people, they 
are likely, in time, to become com- 
fortable middle-class churches.” We 
must be sympathetic, helpful and 
God-anointed if our youth is to be 
saved for Christ and His Church. 

Our young: people need guidance in 
one of life’s most important steps; 
that of MARRIAGE. Our code of right 
living is not contemporary with the 
laws of America on divorce and re- 
marriage; for our standards are based 
on the Bible which, as we well know, 
only gives one cause for divorce and 
remarriage. We must give faithful ad- 
vice and warnings against the peril of 
marriage to persons of IRRECON- 
CILABLE RELIGIOUS BELIEFS, such 
as Catholics, Jews, Christian Scien- 
tists, Seventh Day Adventists, in fact, 
any person who denies the fundamen- 
tal truths of God’s Word and would 
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deprive our young men and women 
the free unhindered worship of the 
Lord. It would be better to remain 
single than go to hell. It is reported 
that a certain quite beautiful, middle- 
aged lady brought surprise to a clergy- 
man, in that she had not married. 
Upon being questioned in a friendly 
way, she replied, “Oh I have a sub- 
stitute for a husband; I have a stove 
that smokes, a parrot that curses, and 
a cat that prowls around all night.” 
Let us seek to give our assistance 
when at all possible, that our young 
people may be able to make choice of 
mates according to the will of God. 

One of the most powerful means of 
guidance to our youth is through 
means of our youth literature.

We have all been heartened by re- 
cent efforts to provide WORSHIPFUL 
and RECREATIONAL programs for 
our youth. Now we have the begin- 
nings in state youth conferences and 
the YOUTH CONFERENCE held dur- 
ing our Assembly at Birmingham, 
Alabama. The problems and needs of 
our young people can never be met 
with a mere shrug of the shoulders, 
but by the best efforts of our wide- 
awake, God-loving and God-fearing 
ministry.
